BASE-BALE: IMPLEMENTS. 


The Indiutrjr Created by the Popularity of 


the N»tlonttl Game. 


People who do not play base-ball— 


and a very respectable minority of the 
American pe.bple inay still "tie classed 
under, that head—are inclined to re- 
guvd the game and .all that savors of 
it as an offense and a criminal waste. 
There is, however, an industrial aspect 
of the great National amusement which, 
even to those who know nothing of 
'outs," "runs," "strikes" ami "fouls," 
possesses a degree of rational interest. 
It can not be doubted that In one way 
and another base-ball gives employ- 
ment and a livelihood to a large num- 
ber of persons, Those who earn sala- 
ries, in some cases of liberal amount, 
by playing the game, are not few, 
when all the professional clubs, whose 
players are paid,, are' taken into the 
account. 
There are numerous in- 


stances, we have heard, of base-ball 
players who have saved money and 
are considered moderately rich men; 
and there is nothing essentially im- 
probable in the statement, though 
doubtless most of the fraternity are 
improvident after the usual sporting 
fashion. 
, 


The industry of which we now speak, 


however, is not the actual playing of 
the game, butHurnishing the imple- 
ments with which it is played. The 
consumption in a single season, of bats, 
balls and masks must be something im- 
mense in a Nation of sixty million peo- 
ple,considering that the smallest village 
must have its club, and every large 
town half a dozen of them. 
We have 


not at hand the statistics concerning 
the manufacture of balls; but those re- 
lating to bats have been given by a 
New York dealer in these goods as 
near as such an estimate can be made. 
Last year, it is computed, 65,000 
cords of wood were turned info 800,000 
bats, mostly of American willow; for 
amateur players. Professional players 
ijcnorally use bats made of ash, of the 
Best quality and perfectly seasoned, 
this wood having in the largest meas- 
ure the strength and elasticity desired. 
The willow is lighter and for that rea- 
son preferred by young players, who 
have not, like the professional, a valua- 
ble reputation at stake on the "score" 
which may have boon inacln at the 
season's close.' 
Michigan is the lead- 


ing State in the bat industry, its sup- 
ply of suitable timber being large; but 
there are also extensive factories in 
New York, West Virginia, Illinois, 
Massachusetts, and Ehode Island.— 
Mechanical News.

BLAINE A VERY SICK MAM. 


Why the Man ol Magnetism Declined to 
be it Candidate lor the Presidency. 


NEW YOBK, April 9.—A special to the 


Herald from Boston says Ur. Winthrop P. 
P. Heywood, who has been three years in 
Vienna studying medicine, returned to 
Boston last Saturday. Since completing 
his studies, Dr. Heywood has been travel- 
ing on the Continent, and passed the 
larger portion of last winter in Florence, 
where he frequently saw and talked with 
Mr. Elaine, who is now living there. 


"How about Mr. Elaine F" asked the 


Herald representative; "Is he as ill as re- 
ported, or is the story simply a 'campaign 
lie'". 


"Mr. Blaiiie is not sick in the sense of 


requiring constant medical care," replied 
the doctor, "but he is far from being well, 
and I believe he has a progressive malady 
which will cause his death in a.short time, 
unless he gets relief, of which there is 
little prospect." 


"What ails him?" 
"Though I was not called to attend hiw 


professionally, from what he said to me, 
and from his general habits and appear- 
ance, I have no hesitation in saying that 
he has diabetes, which will progress to a 
fatal termination. Why, he has lost 
twenty pounds of flesh inside of two 
months. When he went across last June 
he was a plump man, weighing nearly, if 
not quite two hundred pounds. Now he 
is a shriveled, bandy-legged old man, 
who will not tip the scales at 160 pounds. 
His face is thin and blue. His shoulders 
are stooping, those big full eyes are hol- 
low, 
and underscored with blue bands, 


low, and that big under lip is as pale as 
a piece of marble. 
No one can form any 


idea of how he has failed this winter." 


"Is he able to be up and about?" 
"Yes; but he takes extra care of him- 


self, and can not endure much exercise, 
He told me that about all he lived upon 
was the bluest kind of Bkimmed milk, 
which he took to supply the loss of casein 
and albuminoids. He assured me thai 
his reason for declining the nomination 
was that he felt a presentiment that he 
was going to die, and did not wish to in- 
cur the arduous labors of a campaign, 
fearing that he would not hold up under 
the strain." 


"Do you think there is any probability 


of his dying in a shoi t time t" 


"No, not for six months or a year 


though I think he can not, with the best of 
oare, survivive over two years." 


Had to Ask an Extension. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 8.—The Elba 


Iron & Bolt Company and the Continental 
Tube Works, of this city, have found it 
necessary to ask an extension from theii 
creditors. The suspension was caused by 
the depression in the pipe trade, and the 
action of some of the company's credit- 
ors who tried to force matters. An exten- 
sion of two, three, four and five years will 
be asked for. Liabilities about $500,000.

strike, from all present indications and 
prospects, is dead. The road is running 
all its trains without the least trouble, 
and to-day did a large freight business. 
About fifty of the old engineers and fire- 
men have already returned to work, and 
it is believed that many more will a-eturn 
this week. Chiefs Arthur and Sergeant 
have left the city, and it is stated that the 
Brotherhood headqualters heie will soon 
be closed. 


Enlarging Her Border*. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 8.—It is rumored 


here that the government contemplates 
the annexation of the British West India 
Islands in the event of the negotiations 
for the annexation of Newfoundland being 
successful.

It is 
well known that the government is con- 
sidering plans to enlarge the West Indian 
trade, and to establish & regular line o!

ng committee, came forward and made a 
general statement of the expense in- 
curred—a total of $22,000, of which sum 
all but about $2500 hod been provided

as a debt on the church. He then for- 
mally presented the church to the trus- 
ses, Edwin Park receiving tho statement 
and accepting the property. Mr. Park 
itated that the trusteed would endeavor 
to take proper care of the building and 
wished for it and the congregation con- 
inued success. 


Dr. Vosburgh proceeded in an earnest 


and what proved to be a successful effort 
o wipe out every dollar of inclebted- 
less on the church. The audience was 
>atient and the membership was equally 
nterested with the pastor in. the result 
of the appeals, which continued for one 
lour and three-quarters. Seven persons 
pledged $100; six $75 each, ten |50 each, 
and scores gave $25, $15, $10, and smaller 
sums, aggregating $2700, just $200 more 
ihan was needed. There was a great 
shout of rejoicing when the footing was 
announced, showing that the new church 
was out of debt. The feeling of gladness 
Became infections, and the church rang 
with the jubilee songs. At about two 
o'clock the audience was dismissed for 
late dinners. 


BVENING SEttVICK.. 


The church was filled to the doors 


again at the evening service, and as the 
people approached the edifice they were 
struck with the beauty of the illumina- 
;ion as produced by the lofty cathedral 
glass. Decatnr people generally unite 
with the Baptists in praising their splen- 
did church property—a church that at 
once attracts the admiration and atten- 
tion of all strangers. 


Dr. Lasher preached the evening ser- 


mon, 
taking his text from the book of 


John, speaking oE the purity of Christ 
and His infinite goodness. 


The anthems by the choir were of a 


high order und added considerably to the 
interest and enjoyment of the historical 
service.
